SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Hitch-Hiking Pizza Boy has been classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The book consists almost entirely of explicit descriptions of sexual activity between 
males. It contains one chapter that describes the use of coercion to compel a person 
to participate in sexual conduct, with a male forcing another to fellate him, then submit 
to anal intercourse. Another chapter describes the use of urine in association with 
sexual conduct, with one male urinating over another prior to engaging in anal 
intercourse. Both of these activities are described in a manner that is intended to 
sexually arouse the viewer. This has the effect of legitimising the activities, and the 
publication therefore tends to promote and support these activities. 

Because the publication tends to promote and support the use of coercion to compel a 
person to engage in sexual conduct, and the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct, it is deemed to be objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act. Where a publication is deemed to be objectionable, the 
rights and freedoms contained within the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 cannot be 
applied. 
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
